WAR TANKS BATTALION PRESS­

APPEAL BROADCAST FOR 30,000

London. May 8.— Military 
forces 
of the government stepped into the 
British general strike situation to­ 
day. 
A detachment of grenadier guards 
was on duty in Smithfield meat mar­ 
kets, London, following disturbances 
last night. 
A battalion of troops was at Pop­ 
lar in the east end, guarding 
the 
East India docks. 
Regents park was 
closed to the public today with po 
lice guarding the entrances. 
The government had thrown tanks 
into the struggle against the strik­ 
ers’ war to force the nation 
into 
submission to their terms. 
A bat­ 
talion of eight tanks, all set for ac­ 
tion, roamed the road toward cen­ 
tral London between Wimbledon and 
Esher at IO A. M. 
Suburbanites 
along the route, awed by the sight 
of 
the 
war 
machines, 
hazarded 
guesses as to whether they were de­ 
signed to serve as advance patrols 
in an effort to start street car ser­ 
vice later in the day 
or 
whether 
they would merely be placed at pros­ 
pective trouble centers. 
Their destination was unknown 
except to the military. 
Sir William Joynson-Hicks, home 
secretary, has broadcast an appeal 
for 30,000 additional London volun­ 
teer police to be enlisted by Mon­ 
day. 
The men will be added to the 
20,000 already enlisted. 
Rail and transportation facilities 
are being strengthened every hour. 
In this morning’s British Gazette, 
government publication, Lord 
Ox­ 
ford and Asquith, better known as 
Herbert H. Asquith, war tim£ pre­ 
mier before his elevation 
to 
the’ 
peerage, declares that the 
genera^ 
strike is “aimed directly at the daily 
life of the whole community’’ and 
that the man in the street, rather 
than the capitalist, must bear the 
burden of the upheaval. 
Viscount Grey of Falloden, 
also. 
writing to the British Gazette, said 
that “the community must work to­ 
gether at all costs to avert resolu­ 
tion 
and 
preserve 
constitutional 
methods," adding that 
“the 
only 
counsel that will work constructive­ 
ly to save our institutions is to end 
the strike and get back to negotia­ 
tions."

Recognizing that a m an’s home is 
his castle, the dry czar has decided 
to ask congress to change the word­ 
ing of pending legislation designed 
to allow federal agents to search any 
private dwelling suspected of violat­ 
ing the prohibition law. 
Andrews sent a bill to congress to 
strengthen the Volstead act. 
Its 
search w arrant clause raised a storm 
of protest. 
Now the prohibition 
chief has agreed 
to 
change 
th** 
measure so that the government of­ 
ficers eau obtain search w arrants for 
private dwellings after it is ascer­ 
tained that intoxicants are 
being 
manufactured for commercial 
pur­ 
poses. 
Home brewing or gin making at 
home from alcohol does not worry 
Andrews. 
He is after the ring lead­ 
ers of the bootleg industry, and in 
fact, hopes eventually to drive all 
illicit manufacturing of intoxicants 
right into the homes of the citizens. 
This step, he believes, will he the 
greatest accomplishment of prohibi- 
t ion. 
Meantime the dry czar is gradu­ 
ally strengthening his organization 
for the summer campaign 
against 
law violators. 
As more beer is con­ 
sumed than hard drinks in the sum­ 
mer months he is building up his 
beer squad by transferring 
agents 
from administrators to the corps of 
Thomas Stone, chief beer investigat­ 
or.
